H E Count) -Hoſpital at Wincheſter being the FIRST 
of the kind which has been attempted in any part 
of the Kingdom except at London and Weſtminſter, 
the Governors think it may be of uſe to lay before 
their Countrymen in one View ſome of the many Benefits of 
Publick Hoſpitals; to which They are the more encouraged by 
the Spirit which their Example has raiſed at Briſtol, Bath, and 
other Places. 5 
Aud though it is with the greateſt Concern, They obſerve the Difficul- 
ties which have hitherto defeated the laudable Attempts that have already 
been made to promote this Charity in ſeveral Counties, They hope their 
Fellou-Laborers will not loſe am Opportunity of renewing their Endea- 
vours; becauſe They can aſſure them from their own Experience, that 
a proper and ſteady Perſeverance in this glorious Work will undoubtedly 
reward their Pains with ſucceſs ; and that when Men are onc: awakened 
to @ Senſe of the Benefits of a Charity, which is the moſt extenſtve as 
well as unexceptionable of all others, the general Good of Mankind, will 
prevail over all the Diſcouragements that can be thrown in the way by 
Men of narrow and ſelfiſh Diſpoſitions. 


I. A Public Hoſpital is the only certain way of relieving the Poor- 
Sick; who are frequently neglected and over-looked at their own 
Homes ; becauſe Phyſicians and Surgeons can neither give their 
attendance, nor diſpence their Medicines with any convenience at 
more places than One; and becauſe heir concerns are of too private 
a nature to engage the attention of any but the very Few Who 
make it their buſineſs to inquire after Them. 


II. It is the moſt ſafe and eligible manner of doing it; becauſe 
the care and neatneſs, as well as the ſimplicity and regularity of 
Diet, with which the Poor are kept in an Hoſpital, do all con- 
tribute much ſooner to their Recovery, than heir own way of living; 
and are often more effectual than Phyſic in the Cure of ſeveral of 
the moſt inveterate Diſtempers. IG 


III. Tux Expence of relieving a great number of Sick Perſons 
in an Hoſpital, bears no proportion to that of aſſiſting them at their 
ſeparate Homes: And the Widow's Mite entruſted with Thoſe who 
can diſpoſe of it to the utmoſt advantage, will go farther towards 
anſwering the Ends of Charity, than a Sum of Money beſtowed 
at random on ſuch as are incompetent judges of the uſe of ir, or of 
the proper manner of laying it out. 


IV. It opens a Channel for private Charities which has been long 
wanted, and enables perſons to lay them out to certain advantage ; 
becauſe Every One has it in his power from the moment he ſub- 
' ſcribes, to recommend a Patient, and by that means may be 
aſſured, that his Bounty cannot be miſapplied : Whereas almoſt a// 
private Charities have hitherto been waſted, and rendered in- 
effectual thro? indolence, or want of knowing how to direct the 
expence; or by the various ſorts of Miſmanagement, which are in 


ſome meaſure unavoidable, and which are too well known, and 


too heavily felt, to need any particular explanation. 


V. IT is incapable of being ſo far abu/ed or perverted, as to 
make Any One repent of their Bounty; which will appear to Thoſe.

VI. Ir is a Charity that is ſubject to no Inpgtare, but what 
muſt be diſcovered by the Phyſicians and Surgeonss. 

VII. IT prevents moſt of the Evils that are common to the Poor, 
by adminiſtring an immediate ſupport in the time of Sickneſs y and does 
in ſome meaſure ſupply all their Wants more effectually than Mogey- 
itſelf z by which means It gives the Poor (in the caſe of Accidents, * 
to which they are moſt ſubject) a conſiderable advantage over their 
Betters : The Supplies, that are immediately wanted; ate here 
granted in kind without any delay. Advice and Medicines are to the 
Sick, what Food is to the Hungry, and Clothes to the Naked. 
This Reaſon (amongſt many others) proves that a Public Hoſpital is of 
more uſe in the Country than even in London, where help of every 
kind is always at hand, | | 


VIII. Ir provides for the relief and comfort of Multitudes who 
are unable to be at the expence of Advice or Phyſick, but are not 
diſtinguiſhed by the name of T HE POOR, becauſe They do 
not come under the care of a Pariſs or a Workhboyſe; and yet are 
moſt of all entitled to the regards of the Public ; fince They are in 
preſent want; and are of the diligent and induſtrious, that is, of the 
uſeful and valuable part of all Society. 


IX. IT multiples every Good that can be done to the Poor in 
any other way, by eaſing whole Families of the burden of attending 
and providing for their ſick Relations; ſo that the Miſerable are re- 
lieved and comforted, and their Families are at liberty to earn their 
own Support at the ſame time. 0 


X. IT preſerves Them from the ill uſage of ignorant Quachs and 
Inpoſters, Who too often take advantage of their Neceſſities; and 
not only inſenſibly drain them of the little Money They have, 
under pretence of ſelling cheap Medicines z but frequently deftroy 
their Health for want of Honeſty or Skill. 


XI. Ir M of infinite Uſe to Al Other perſons, and as ſerviceable 
to the Rich as the Poor, by furniſhing the Phyſcians and Surgeons 
with more experience in one Year, than They could have in ten

XII. IT is a moſt certain means of iucregſing the number of the 
People; as well as of ſaving a multitude of Hands, who are often 
loſt for want of timely aſſiſtance: And it deſerves to be remembred, 
that a third part of what every labouring Man earns, is ſo much

XIII. IT enables Pariſhes (when They are relieved of the great. 
Burden of ſupporting the Sick) to provide better for the mainte- 
nance of Dons and Aged Perſons. And it is certain, that the

XIV. Ir reduces the number of Yagrants by depriving them of 
one of their moſt plauſible Reaſons for begging from door to door, 
under the ſpecious pretence of ſick Relations or Friends for whom 
They are concerned: So that they who are Idle and able to work, 
E will be obliged to have recourſe to ſome Employment, and make 
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not ſupplied in the ua manner from the public and private Cha- 
rities, which are too often diſtributed without any due regard to 
the dfferent Neceſſities of the Poor. 


XV. IT is a fort of Charity which is calculated to promote a 
Spirit of Religion and Virtue amongſt the Common People. As an 
Hoſpital is ſupplied with Patients from a Parts, it muſt needs be 
that a Spirit of Religion and Gratitude will be gradually ſpread 
throughout a whole Country. It may be reaſonably preſumed that

THE Governors have taken all imaginable pains to preſerve 


the ſtricteſt regularity of Manners, and a due ſenſe of Religion 


amongſt the Patients, whilſt, they are in the Hoſpital, which has 


already had a very viſible effect. They are all admitted ( except 


in the caſe of Accidents) and diſcharged in the Preſence of the 
CoM MITTE E of Governors, and receive the ſtricteſt charge 
concerning their Behaviour. They are provided with the uſe of 
the beſt Books, and have daily opportunities of being inſtructed 
by Thoſe whoſe Duty it is to attend upon this very thing. The 
Rules of the Houſe are read over to them in the Wards once a 
Week; and on their diſcharge They are furniſhed with a proper 
Book of Inſtruction, and folemnly reminded by the Chairman of 
their Duty to G o Þ and their Benefactors. 

THe Phyſicians, Surgeons, Auditors, Treaſurers, Viſitors, 
Clergy, and all the Members of the CommirTrT Ee attend their 
reſpective Duties in the Hoſpital without Fre or Reward. 4 


By theſe Regulations the Gove RnoRs were enabled to begin and 
compleat a Work in leſs than three Months which they hope is eſta- 
bliſhed for Ages; being perſuaded that the Order and Conduct of the 
whole Charity is placed on ſuch a foot, as to make it the Glory and 
Intereſt of every Perion in every Station to ſupport and maintain it. 

ANnD as the Benefits of an Hosp Ir AT are already felt with joy 
and tranſport by the Por; THEY who have a Property in any part 
of the County, are earneſtly intreated to give ſome effectual and pub- 
lic proot of their Zeal in behalf of an Inſtitution, which enables them 
to adminiſter ſuch help to their Countrymen, in the moſt diſtreſſed 
circumſtances, as neither Money nor Friends can procure them any 
where elſe. It may well be expected from a L L, who can look be- 
yond themſelves, and are capable of being moved by Conſiderations 


of common concern, that they promote and encourage zhis Charity, 


if they cannot recommend a more uſeful one in its ſtead, 

AND though there are many other excellent Charities, it may 
ſafely be affirmed that This is the Only Que by which fo much 
real Good may be done at ſo kitle expence. For theſe Founda- 
tions not only do good to the Patients themſelves, but to their Fami- 
lies and their Pofterity, many of whom will owe their Eaſe and 
Subſiſtence, and even their very Being to the generous proviſion 
that is here made for their Sick Friends. And if we add Theſe 
to the Account, it will fwell the Lift ſo high as to make the Hoſ- 
pital an immenſe Bleſſing to our County; and ſuch as would ſur- 
paſs all imagination, if it were not confirmed by undoubted expe- 
rience. Yet many and great as the benefits are, the Burden of it 
is not to be felt. Tis indeed ſo inconfiderable as to be below 
all regard to each Subſcriber, who muſt feel an inexpreſſible Satis- 
faction in knowing that His gie Benefaction has already contributed 
to the Relief of hundreds; and that he has been one of the, happy 
Inſtruments of promoting a Work which has opened an unexpected 
Door of Eaſe and Comfort to all that are bowed down with Poverty 
and Sickneſs; a Work which, in the compals of a few Years, will be 
the means of greatly increaſmg the number of our People, and of 
preſerving an infinite multitude of Perſons from Ruin and Diſtreſs.

Though the Expences have been increaſed beyond cobat was intended, when 
the laſt Report was printed, ihe Governors have the Satisfattion of aſſur- 
ing the Public, that they were not miſtaken in their Computation of what They 
could have done; but have been obliged to buy a much greater quantity of 
Bedding, Linnen, and Furniture; as well as to enlarge the Wards 
build four Garrets for the Servants ; and make ſuch other alterations as 
were neceſſary, in order to add ten more Patients Beds to what they had 
before ; that Nobody might be difcouraged from contributing to the Charity 
for want of proper accommodations for ſo many Patients as may probably 
anfwer the ordinary demands of the County. And the Event has 
ſhewed that they were not deceived in their Fudgment, every One of 
the Six v Beds having been feveral times filled together; though 
They have been hitherto ſo happy as not to have rejected One 
Patient for want of room. 

In order to make every Subſcriber a judge of the Oeconomy with which 
the whole bas been condutted, They have exhibited at one view the ſeveral 
Articles of Expence from the Foundation of the Charity, and have 
diſtinguiſhed them under their proper heads. | 

APLAN of the Ground the Hoſpital ſtands upon, is hereunto 
annexed.
